to return to the Leland Stanford Jr. University for some special courses 
and to enter my niece there. I do not expect to return to Rampart 
ever, but let me urge in behalf og the children here the need of a 
school. 
Rampart has given into the U. S. treasury a large revenue. 
This revenue comes largely from saloon Licences. These saloons are a 
curse to the Indians, especially to Indian and half-breed children, 
forithe .lawiin chbard to selling intoxteants \to:Indianscts ignored here 
on the Yukon,at least this Lipkin at Rampart and Tanana and all the 
villages I have any provi cawaet this region. Since this deplorahle 
condition exists let me plead for the greater need of educating the 
children. The school and the teacher will mean much to them. The i 
immorality and drunkenness ofwhich the low white man is the chief cause 
here, is a crying disgrace to our government. 

In consideration of all I know of the working of the sgeailed 
missionary element here at Rampart let me urge that the pept. of Baton 
tion will not permit the school to come under the supervision of the | 
church. 


The present and immediate past representatives of the Episco-

pal mission in charge here are a disgrace to the cause of religion. 
Tn speaking thus freely I want you to understand that I am 
free from religious prejudice, and also from any personal grudge. Tt 
is only for the good of the cause of education,of religion, of the ele- 
vation of these degraded people, and from a deeper interest in their 
children that I speak so unreservedly. No matter What the denomina- 
tion of the church in the missionary field, I say in deepest sincerity 
it were better that the Indians, and white people as well, had never 
felt the influence of the missionary than that such men as these 
should occupy the position of moral and religious leaders. 
T have arranged with Capt. A. H. Mayo, the only member of the 
school board now in town, to take charge of the school property, stove, ~ 
wood, lamps, etc. I could not sell the wood for what it is wortHnow.

The Rev,Sheldon Jackson,D.D, 
Gen.Ag't of Education in Alaska, 


My dear Dr.Jackson:~ 

When you were conferring with us on the 19th inst we 
were awaiting with some suspense a letter from Dr.J.H.Romig which we 
expected would settle the important question of his further relation to 
our work in Alaska. We were anticipating his withdrawal and yet did not 
know but that a next letter might decide the matter the other way. 

Under this uncertainty it could only be intimated——-as you will remem— 
per I did--that his status was uncertain as were also our further plans 
about Carmel, 

A letter has finally been received from the Doctor which enables us 
to speak definitely; <Iuwish therefore,in advance of the official announce— 
ment which will appear in the Moravian next week,to inform you that he 
has resigned) from mission wervice, We have closed out with him on a basis 
entirely satisfactory to both parties,barring our regret at losing the 
services of a medical missionary in Alaska. Mutual confidence and goodwill 
continue unimpaired,and he will min be ready at any time to render 
us any kind of aid that may be in his power. 

What his present plans may be we do not yet know. We got the impres— 
sion from previous intimations that if he should leave Carmel he might 
establish medical practice in San Francisco. 

we received a letter from him however written on board the steamer 


and mailed at San Francisco just before that referred to above,which sur— 


prised us. It was in regard to the reindeer and to the same general purport 


as thet written to you which you recently sent to my célleague’ the Rev, 
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Paul de Schweinitz. It would almost seem from this letter that he enter— 
tained the idea after all of possibly returning to Alaska,even if not in 
Moravian mission service. 

As to the subject of these letters I wish merely to say that we have 
had no thought of cutting loose from the reindeer business. If Dr.Romig 
received any such impression it could only have been through unwarranted 
inference from the oocasional tone of letters written by Mr.Stecker under 
the burden of over work, He could not have gotten such 4n impression from 
any representations made by Bishop Hamilton, 

As regards the proposition to undertake work on Lake Iliamna,the 
uncertainty we will be in about the further management of our existing 
stations,as to number and disposition of men,until Bishor Hamilton's report 
has been considered and acted upon by us preliminarily and then by our 
General Mission Board in Europe finally,makes it impossible for us to speak 
or even think definitely. 

We may. possibly conclude to give up Carmel. This step would have an 
linportant bearing on the question. 

With renewed assurance of sincere regard and appreciation 
of courtesies,I am,in the name of our Executive Board and of the Directors
